Be MOTed Oat There So His Wife Conld 


"Get 
Good Air and Dig Dirt"—The 


Motherly Friend* of Hli Last Day*. 
Doing Editorial Work at CIO a Week. 
The Poe cottage •where it now stands oo- 


snpie* a little plateau on the bluff, a few 
minutes' walk above the Fordham station of 
the Harlem railroad. The road winds up the 
hill from the railway over a natural pave- 
ment of the hard gray gneiss. In the sum- 
mer one might pass the cottage without 
knowing there was one there. One end of it 
fa close upon the road, but the sides and roof 
are so covered with vines and shaded with 
trees that the foliage hides the structure in a 
rustic arbor. The cottage itself is a simple 
and primitive affair that was built more than 
•evenly years ago. It is long, low and box 
shaped, the sides as well as the roof being 
ihingled. A broad porch runs along the 
south side facing the lawn, and In front of 
this grow* a vigorous cherry tree which was 
planted by Poe ia 1847 and which has rarely 
failed during recent years to bring out a fall 
crop of fruit 
On the lower floor there are 


tiro large square rooms ,'and a kitchen. The 
middle room was used by Foe as a dining and 
sitting room, and his visitors were also re- 
ceived here after his wife became ill. She 
then occupied the front room as a bedroom, 
and it was there she died. 


LS THE FASHIONABLE QTJABTEB. 


The second floor has three rooms with low 


ceilings, but they are neatly plastered, airy 
and comfortable. 
One of these over the 


front room is of the same size and is said to 
have been Poe's favorite room. The old 
fashioned brick chimney runs up through 
the roof and has an open fireplace, where a 
cheerful wood fire can blaze and crackle in 
winter. It is said that Poe wrote two of his 
latest poems, "Ulalumo" and "Eureka," in 
this room. The quietest days of his life 
were spent in his home in Fordham. When 
be became famous from "The Raven" and 
some of his stories, Poe was living in the city 
in humble quarters near Washington square. 
This was then the fashionable neighborhood 
of New York, and brown stone dwellings 
bad only just begun to start tip along the 
lower end of Fifth avenue. 


The reputation which he obtained from his 


literary work did not materially Increase 
his means. Ho had for several years been 
doing editorial work on The Evening Mirror 
at a salary of $10 a week. He subsequently 
went out to live in a house along the boule- 
vard in the neighborhood of Eightieth street, 
which was then well out of town. The de- 
cision in a libel suit in his favor gave him a 
few hundred dollars in ready money, and in 
the spring of 1846 he rented the Fordham 
house and went with his wife and her mother, 
Mrs. Clemm, to live there. His wife, Vir- 
ginia, was then suffering from consumption. 
She rallied for a little, but soon again began 
to fail and died in the following year. 


The grounds around the cottage comprise 


about two acres. They slope away into a 
shady, grassy hollow. A bare ledge of rocks 
overlooks the cliff and the valley nearly 100 
feet below. To the east the view stretches 
into Connecticut and over the sound to the 
blue and distant hills of Long Island. There 
Is a tradition that a British battery occupied 
this site for some time during the Revolution. 
Poe was visited frequently here by those 
who knew him through his reputation. His 
expenses were small and his duties only such 
as he cared to assume. He took long walks, 
often going to the city on foot, and his favor- 
ite route was down and over the Harlem at 
High bridge. 


lisa CKOMWZLL'S RECOLLECTIONS. 


One of his neighbors, Mrs. Reuben Crom- 


well, who lived for many years a few hun- 
dred yards from the Poe cottage, remembers 
him when, as a'girl, she saw him for the 
first time in a cherry tree picking fruit. 
She thought him "nice looking and socia- 
ble." He told her he hod brought his wife 
out there "to get good air and to dig in 
the dirt, "tut Mrs. Cromwell observed, "she 
was too weak and thin to dig much, and she 
soon became sick and never went out" Their 
house, she said, was plainly furnished, and 
they seemed to be very poor; but they were 
contented. Mrs. Clemm was called "Muddle" 
and Poe "Eddie." 


On the morning that she heard of Poe's 


death in Baltimore, Mrs. Cromwell went over 
to the house and found Mrs. Clemm packing 
up. She had received a letter from Poe say- 
Ing that he was about to bo married again tc 
a Baltimore woman and he would come for 
her. She was overcome at the news of his 
death and repeated that if she could have 
been there to nursa Mm through his "bad 
•pell" he would have recovered. The neigh- 
bors raised money for her to go on to Balti- 
more. Poe bad been behind in his rent for 
several months, and Mrs. Clomm afterward 
returned to sell off their little household 
goods. Of these Mrs. Cromwell obtained a 
clock, a rocking chair and the old family 
Bible. 


The cottago which Foe obtained for (100 a 


year has been rented during recent years for 
$400. In 18S3 the house and land were sold 
at public auction for $5,700. For a number of 
years it has been occupied by -Mrs. E. D. 
Dechert, the widow of an engineer who as- 
sisted in making the plans of Central park, 
and subsequently laid out the avenues and 
drives of Fordham. With the growth of the 
city, land has greatly increased in value 
•within a few > ears in this neighborhood, and 
the sight is one of the best in that portion of 
Fordham. The owner now ii tends to tear 
down the house if it is not taken by the park 
department, and to dispose of the property 
in building lots.—New York Tribune. 


A Parrot Story. 


A parrot was recently bought by a South 


Side lady upon the affidavit of the man who 
sold it that it had only a Sunday school edu- 
cation. The bird had in reality been the 
property of a saloon keeper, and, its cage be- 
ing near the cracker bowl, everybody mode 
free to give it crackers and teach it tough 
words. Its new mistress had hardly got it 
hung up when a lady friend called, and, of 
course, went into ecstasies over the parrot. 
When she began to poke her fingers through 
the cage and coll out "Polly, Polly, Polly," 
the bird opened one eye, cocked his head side- 
wise, looked at the visitor and said with great 
gravity: 


"Now, for God's sake dont ask mo to have 


a cracker. I've sworn off."—Chicago Mail.

AN ANTEDILUVIAN FROG. 


Found Solidly Imbedded In a Bank of 


Clay—Developing His Frogihlp. 


In the Plenty Valley, Victoria, come time 


In the early *70s, a road party were making a 
deep cutting through some clay beds to im- 
prove local traffic facilities. The clay bed 
was a tertiary formation; it was hard and of 
a yellow color. On the clay bank gum trees, 
some hundreds of years old, were growing. 
When about thirty feet below the surface a 
block of this clay in falling broke into two 
pieces, out of which tumbled a little frog, 
with a body about two and one half inches long 
and one and a quarter inches wide. He 
seemed blind and sleepy, though showing 
every evidence of life; he was apparently as 
strong as any other frog of the some size; he 
was in no way thin; in fact, seemed to be a 
well nurtured and properly cared for frog. 


The block of clay was reduced in size, and 


She frog, with the two pieces which formed 
;ho dwelling, was sent to the Technological 
museum, Melbourne. Mr. Newberry, the 
chief of that institution, examined him very 
closely and found that all the natural orifices 
of the body had closed completely; in fact, 
there was of them not a trace remaining. In 
color the frog was a dirty yellow, snob as the 
clay, without any •variation of tinge. Mr. 
Newberry sent this creature for identification 
to Frederick McCoy, F. R. S., professor of 
natural sciences, Melbourne nnivority. Pro- 
fessor McCoy identified him as a member of 
a well known species whose habits were, in 
timo of trouble, such as drought or cold, to 
bury themselves in the earth and remain 
there until the condition of things was more 
to their liking. Members of the species men- 
tioned, however, were a yellow color mottled 
with brown. 


After the identification the creature was 


"~aln returned to Mr. Newherry. This gen 


man determined to see if he could by some 


natural process educate the sleepy specimen 
into a more vigorous and better understand- 
ing of his duties as a live frog. He was then 
domiciled in a small fernery in the museum, 
and it was decided to give him a bath every 
morning, a proceeding which froggy seemed 
strongly to object to, though he swam vigor- 
ously while in the water. When put back 
into his clay cavity he wriggled himself about 
until he found the old groove, folded himself 
up and seemed contented. This cavity might 
bo described as fitting him where it touched 
him—that is to say, though touching him all 
over the more prominent parts of thfl body, 
the cloy was not molded into the hollows 
formed by the folding of his limbs. After a 
short while tho clay bed was taken from him 
and he was put among the ferns on the mold, 
into which he rapidly sank stern first by a 
peculiar motion of his hind legs. 


For his morning bath lie hod to be dug tip 


doily, then back he would go again into se- 
clusion. In a little while two patches of dust 
werejnoticed on bis nose. These were exam- 
ined by a magnifying gloss, and it was found 
that in the center of each was an infinitely 
minute hole just where tho nostrils should be. 
After enforced bathing and exercise daily for 
about six weeks tho dull yellow skin covering 
him began to come off in small patches; it 
eventually tell off like tho slough of a snake, 
revealing him as Professor McCoy said he 
should be, a nice looking mottled brown and 
yellow frog, with bright eyes, mouth, nos- 
trils, etc. After his skin carno off ho began 
to like the water, would jump into it, then 
after a swim sit underneath tho ferns; he 
gradually showed a liking to blink in the sun 
end generally deported himself in the manner 
of a well conducted frog, though he was never 
seen to take any food. 


One day the door of the fernery was loft 


open; whether it was that the insatiable de- 
sire for sensation pervading our modern civ- 
ilization affected him so that ho desired to 
see how the world had wagged since ages 
agone be had bade it good-by, whether it was 
for the purpose of examining other objects of 
interest in the museum, or that he stepped 
out for refreshments, or with a desire to go 
a-wooing, history has not been informed; at 
all events, instead of meeting the "lily white 
duck" of tho fable, he came in contact with 
the museum cat, who was prowling around, 
and, before an attendant looking on could 
interfere, he was seized by the cat, who, with 
him in her moudi, dashed through an open 
window into a shrubbery hard by and no 
trace of froggy was ever again to be found,

The prospectus is- 
sued plainly stated that the venture was a 
gamble, that it could not turn out for a year, 
if it ever turned out, and while the property 
might possibly be valuable there were equal 
probabilities that it would have no value. 
And yet tbere was a terrible rush on the 
Rothschilds.' office when the subscription wo* 
opened; tho total stock was subscribed sev- 
eral times over and shares immediately ad- 
vanced from £1 to £5, or $5 to $30.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Organization of South Carolina. 


By the advice of the continental congress 


the convention of South Carolina on March 
SI, 1T76, resolved itself into an assembly, 
choosing as president of the new body John 
Rutledge and Henry Laurens us vice presi- 
dent. Tho convention completed its work by 
the selection of a legislative council of thir- 
teen, composed of members from its own 
body. An executive council of six members, 
of which the vice president was to bo chair- 
' man, was created, three of whom wero to be 
named by the assembly end three by tho leg- 
islative council. A judiciary was estab- 
lished, of which William Henry Drayton was 
appointed chief justice. Thus was organized 
the temporary government of the new state, 
-Philadelphia Times.

then the work becomes really a public 
work, on which it is judicious and proper 
to spend the public money. 


The chief danger to avoid by the advo- 


cates of irrigation is befogging the subject. 
In the East people do not understand much 
about irrigation, and even in this State not 
very many. 
What we want is to teach 


people what irrigation is, and that by 
using it ths arable area of the nation may 
be doubled. To effect this education the 
teacher most try to be as clear as possible 
and to deal only with simple propositions 
which do not admit of controversy. 
The 


moment he begins to discourse about rain- 
gauges and the laws of fertility, he loses 
his bold on his hearers' attention, and he 
ia liable to waste his time iu discussions on 
collateral and immaterial sida issues. 


A few points can be made clear to every 


understanding. The Colorado Desert is 
worthless; it grows nothing bnt cactuses, 
and if it were wiped ont of existence by a 
terrestrial convulsion to-morrow it would 
not be much loss. By putting water on 
that desert from the Colorado river it 
would become worth from $25 to $100 an 
acte, and a million people might make 
homes there. If therefore the water can 
be put there at an expense proportionate to 
tha resulting benefit, it ought to be done. 
That is a simple and easy lesson which a 
child can comprehend. 


The general subject of irrigation involves 


difficult problems—questions which have 
engaged the attention of engineers in Utah 
and Southern California lor years. Bnt it 
ia premature to discuss them now. What 
California wants is to get ths work started 
by an actual beginning of surveys. 
When 


it is fairly under way it may be timely to 
institute debates over percolation and 
evaporation and the law of subterranean 
waters, bnt nntil then such diaquiHitioos 
merely reflect credit on the acnteness of 
their anthers and show what very ingen- 
ious and learned people we have among 
OB.

he Asylum no patient was more gentle- 
manly in his deportment than he, his 
reatment was of the best, even favored on 
account of his age, gentlemanly deport- 
ment and helplessness. His many warm 
rienda of Humboldt county never, etoept 
n one instance, <mtled to see him or wrote 
a line of inquiry couc«rtiing hitu, bis eou- 
dition or treatment. The one exception 
did

to 
see 
him 
soon

bis 
commitment but 
waa 
in 
such 


drunken condition as to be scarcely 


able to recognize him, traded bats with 
Hope on account of old times, etc., leaving 
a hat with Hope much to email for him to 
wear, and left 'without making known bis 
name or address. 


Never at any time woro the authorities 


of the Asylum informed of any friends of 
us being „ member of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, or even a soldier. 


If any of his so-called warm friends will 


>rove to me bis being a Comrade of the G. 
A. R. or eveu an Honorably discharged sol- 
dier from the Union Army, I assure them 
t will not be necessary for them to worry 
about the ground he is buried in. Gen- 
eral O. M. Mitcfie'll Post, No. 60, Depart 
meat of Gala. G. A. R., Reno, Nevada, 
will remove remains from Asylum burying 
;ronnda to their own plot near Reno, if 
lis identity be made known. Mr. Hope's 
)ody was carefully prepared with new un- 
derwear, overshirt, stockings 
and new 


sheet; coffin was neatly made and painted 
at Asylum, lined and padded with cloth 
and hair, and hair pillow for head reel; 
he was buried in Asylum burying grounds, 
in a neat grave, and coffin inclosed iu out- 
side grave-box. The Asylum cemetery is 
inclosed in a substantial 
fence, neatly
